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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention is a 
method of producing a stencil sheet in which a thermoplastic fihn that is perforable by a thermal 
head is coated with a coating material comprising a water-in-oil emulsion having a continuous 
oil phase containing a resin fihn former of a polyvinyl butyral resin or a polycarbonate 
poljmrethane resin and a resin-firee discontinuous water phase therein, the discontinuous phase 
providing porosity in the final product in accordance with Specification pages 10-11; page 29; 
examples 1-2. 

The closest prior art of record is US 5843560 which forms stencils but whose coating material 
lacks the critical water-in-oil emulsion having a continuous oil phase containing a resin film 
former and a resin-fi-ee discontinuous water phase therein. See Affidavits of Oct 4, 2004 and 
Nov 5, 2004. JP 05-262057 distinguishes over the prior art for the reasons articulated in 
AppUcants Remarks (pages 6-7). It is the Examiner's opinion that the Stated Prior Art does not 
teach, nor fairly suggest to combine, the cited references to produce the invention in this 
Application.
